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Dedication of the 2004 Town Report 


This year we dedicate this Town Report to two citizens of our community— 
Elizabeth Raymond and Warren “Shiner” Murdough. 


This past May, the Selectmen had the great privilege of presenting the Boston Post Cane to 
Elizabeth Raymond at a gathering at her home also celebrating her 95" birthday with family and 
friends. During the presentation, Elizabeth gave a brief but concise accounting of so much of the 
history she had witnessed in her lifetime. It was as impressive as the lady herself. Elizabeth was 
intelligent and pensive and part of what we have come to know as the greatest generation. She 
fully lived up to that reputation. . 


She was a woman of strong ideals, solid convictions and a heart full of compassion. She was the 
ultimate lady. She was full of New England conservative values but her thoughts and interests in 
human rights and keen insight into political and social philosophies extended beyond the rock 
walls of New Hampshire to a more global landscape. 


This was a woman who had many stories as she had many experiences. She did not waste words 
nor did she mince them. She spoke eloquently and not frivolously. She was a valued member of 
our Town and continued to serve on the Meetinghouse Committee since its inception in the 
1980’s being reappointed for another term in 2002. 


Elizabeth passed away in January 2005. Our most sincere sympathies are extended to her family. 
To say that she will be missed is an understatement. She was the last of the elder ladies that 
occupied the front row seats at every town meeting and with fondness we will remember her 
quick wit and able sensibilities at our meeting in March. 


The Board of Selectmen would also like to dedicate this Town report to Warren “Shiner” 
Murdough. Shiner is a life-long resident of North Lyndeborough and the longest serving 
employee of this Town. He is a veteran of WW II having served with the US Army in France and 
Germany and the Philippines. 


After the war and before coming to work for the Town, Shiner worked as a logger and at Nichols 
chicken farm. Shiner started working on the town roads in 1939, assisting Road Agent Ernest 
Ross. He became a member of a regular road crew around 1955. In the 40s and 50s, the town had 
an old crawler and a small dump truck. "We worked 8 hours a day for $3, all hand work. I 
remember getting $17 a week." Shiner remembers when Mountain Road used to be for summer 
residents only. It wasn’t a mail route and the road crew didn’t plow it. 


In 1988, after nearly 50 years of service to the Town, he turned 65 and was planning to "retire," 
that is, only work enough hours so he wouldn't lose his social security. He expected the selectmen 
to let him "stay on" because he knew a lot about "the peculiarities of Lyndeborough." And, right 
he was. To this day he is still a regular face around the Highway Department. He also takes care 
of some maintenance tasks at Citizens’ and Center Halls and always is eager to lend a hand. How 
many employers can boast of an employee with such longevity? Shiner, we thank you and are 
most grateful for all your years of service to our community.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough, in the County of Hillsborough in said state 
qualified to vote in Town affairs; You are hereby notified to meet at Center Hall, 1131 Center 
Road in said Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the eighth (8) day of March 2005 at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon until seven of the clock in the evening, for ballot Voting of Town and School 
District Officers and all other matters requiring ballot vote; and, to meet at said Wilton- 
Lyndeborough Cooperative High School in said Wilton, on Saturday, the twelfth (ia) day of 
March 2005 at ten of the clock in the morning, to act upon Articles 5 through 28: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year ensuing. 


2 Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment Number 1 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town of Lyndeborough Zoning Ordinance: (This amendment is recommended 
by the Planning Board and is pursuant to “Innovative Land Use Controls” RSA 674:21 and 
RSA 674:21-a and will be a new Section 404.10 of the Lyndeborough Zoning Ordinance). A 
complete copy of this proposed amendment is available at the Town Clerk’s office and is 
posted at Citizens’ Hall and at the Lyndeborough Post Office. 


3. Are you in favor of the adoption of the Amendment to the Building Code as proposed by 
the Planning Board: (This amendment is recommended by the Planning Board and is to 
update the Town of Lyndeborough Building Code to make it compliant with state statutes. 
This amendment will replace the existing Building Code). A complete copy of this proposed 
amendment is available at the Town Clerk’s office and is posted at Citizens’ Hall and at the 
Lyndeborough Post Office. 


4. Are you in favor of renewing the existing Town of Lyndeborough Growth Management 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board? (This renewal is recommended by the 
Planning Board and will renew the existing growth ordinance for four years). A complete 
copy of this ordinance is available at the Town Clerk’s office and is posted at Citizens’ Hall 
and at the Lyndeborough Post Office. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one million one hundred 
seventy thousand one hundred seventy dollars ($1,170,170) representing the operating budget 
for fiscal year 2005 as prepared by the Budget Committee. Said sum is exclusive of all 
special or individual articles addressed; or take any other action relating thereto. The 
Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) to 
construct a handicap ramp from the second floor of Citizens’ Hall; or take any other action 
related thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate ten thousand five hundred dollars 
($10,500) to complete a statistical update to the town’s assessment data; or take any other 
action related thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required) 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate three thousand dollars ($3,000) to pay 
the fire chief a stipend; or take any other action relating thereto. Selectmen and Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to change the designation of the Town Clerk/Tax Collector 
position from part time to full time effective April 1, 2005. Further to raise and appropriate 
the sum of eight thousand three hundred eighty eight dollars ($8,388) to provide for the cost 
of benefits beginning April 1, 2005. (By Petition) The Selectmen and Budget Committee do 
not recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


10. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 31:95-c to restrict 100% of revenues from pistol 
permits to expenditures for the purpose of purchasing police equipment. Such revenues and 
expenditures shall be accounted for in a special revenue fund known as the Police Equipment 
Fund, separate from the general fund. Any surplus in said fund shall not be deemed part of 
the general fund accumulated surplus and shall be expended only after a vote by the 
legislative body to appropriate a specific amount from said fund for a specific purpose related 
to the purpose of the fund or source of revenue. (Majority ballot vote required) 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate two hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($250,000) for the replacement of the 1977 Fire Department Pumper, authorize the 
withdrawal of One hundred ninety-eight thousand five hundred dollars ($198,500) from the 
Replacement of the 1977 Fire Department Pumper Capital Reserve Fund established for this 
purpose. The balance of fifty-one thousand five hundred dollars ($51,500) is to come from 
general taxation. And, to discontinue the Replacement of the 1977 Fire Department Pumper 
Capital Reserve Fund with any remaining balance being returned to the General Fund; or take 
any other action related thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000) 
to be added to the Replacement of the 1984 Tanker Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established; or take any action thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend 
this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to 
be added to the Replacement of the 1994 Fire Department Pumper Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established; or take any action thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


14. To see if the Town will vote to appoint the selectmen as agents to expend from the Fire 
Station Renovations Capital Reserve Fund previously established; or take any other action 
relating thereto. (Majority vote required) 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to 
purchase and equip a sedan police vehicle, authorize the withdrawal of up to fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000) from the Replacement of Police Vehicles Capital Reserve Fund established 
for this purpose. The balance of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) is to come from general 
taxation. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority 


vote required) 
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16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate thirty-one thousand dollars ($31,000) 
to be added to the Replacement of the 1989 Mack Dump Truck Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established; or take any other action relating thereto. The Selectmen and Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate eight thousand dollars ($8,000) to be 
added to the Replacement of the Highway Dump Trucks Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established; or to take any other action relating thereto. The Selectmen and Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate seventeen thousand ($17,000) to be 
added to the Replacement of the 2001 Backhoe/Loader Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established; or take any other action relating thereto. The Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Lyndeborough 
Lyndeborough, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire 
as of and for the year ended December 31, 2003 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’ s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general 
purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general 
purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account group which 
should be included in order to conform with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
As is the case with many municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Lyndeborough has not 
maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets 
account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, 
the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position 
of the Town of Lyndeborough as of December 31, 2003, and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its 
nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended i in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Lyndeborough taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as schedules in the table 
of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Lyndeborough. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in 
the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly Tiesenecal in all material respects in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

Budget Committee Report 


The Budget Committee operates under the authority granted in RSA 32, the Municipal Budget 
Act. The overall goal of the committee is to assist voters in the prudent appropriation of funds. 
We do so by reviewing every town department budget as well as the Lyndeborough Central 
School requests. It is then the responsibility of the committee to establish a budget for the town 
and the school for the coming year. Voters may decrease our suggested spending levels by any 
amount they wish, but can only increase them by a maximum of 10%. 


Municipal spending is a function of the level of service the community wishes to fund. 
Department requests that reflect services previously approved, or that are for incremental 
changes, appear in the operating budget as a single warrant article. One-time requests or major 
changes are typically in their own warrant article. All the capital requests that are part of the 
Capital Improvement Plan are presented as separate warrant articles. The process is meant to 
expedite voting on the more routine and non-controversial subjects while making it easy to vote 
up or down all the other items. 


While participation in town affairs at the Town Meeting is an important and proud tradition, the 
truth is that today school funding decisions have a much greater impact on taxes. County 
expenditures account for about 5% of the tax rate, the town 25%, and the schools 70%. 
Frustratingly, much of what impacts school expenditure change is out of our control. State 
legislative decisions regarding school funding continue to change resulting in either more or less 
(mostly less) aid depending on a complicated formula. Special education costs are a constant 
challenge because while federally mandated, only a small percentage, under 20%, of the costs are 
covered by federal money. The state has no source of funds to assist so the remainder of the 
burden falls to the local property tax. Costs for town services are driven primarily by inflation 
and the need for additional services associated with growth. 


This year the town operating budget is up close to 9%. As usual most of the major increases are 
related to either personnel costs or benefit expenses. Salary increases are in the 4-5% range. 
These increases reflect 2.7% for inflation and an adjustment based on a combination of merit and 
a review that was completed comparing our pay ranges with those of other communities for our 
various town positions. 


Some comments about specific budgets. While the Selectmen’s (Executive) budget appears to be 
up considerably, much of the increase is due to switching a part-time employee from the Town 
Clerk office to the Selectmen’s Office. The assessing budget reflects a decision by the Selectmen 
to have the assessor gather valuation information on an on-going basis rather than wait until five 
years from now when the next revaluation will be required. This method will keep valuations 
more current and is less expensive than waiting and hiring a reval company to do everything at 
once (as we just did). The Personnel Administration line is driven by the cost of benefits and in 
particular health insurance costs. These climbed 16.9% despite coverage being through the non- 
profit Municipal Trust. The Government Buildings line was affected by the need to replace the 
roof on Center Hall right after the first of the year due to multiple leaks. The cost was $12,000. 
The Police budget increase is mostly the addition of a prosecutor position. Cost for dispatching 
are impacted by a one-time $19,000 expense for new radios necessitated by the move from 
MACC Base to SW NH Mutual Aid. Even with the radio expense, our dispatching cost of 
$44,800 is $15,000 or so cheaper than had we remained with MACC Base. The Highway 
Department increase is minor when you realize $6,000 of the increase is due to the state Block 
Grant. 


As for town warrant articles, the Committee accepted the suggestions of the CIP Committee to 
move forward with all of our capital reserve funds with one exception. In deference to our desire 
to keep the tax rate increase as small as practical, the CRF that has the longest to run before being 
needed, the grader CRF, was eliminated just for this year. The Committee supports the purchase 
of anew pumper for $250,000 (it replaces a 1977 truck) and a new police sedan (it replaces a 
2000 sedan) given its age and the number of miles on it. Money has been in the budget in the 
past to complete the Citizens Hall ramp but it has not been done. We will try again. This would 
allow handicap access to the second floor as required by law. The assessing statistical update is 
meant to deal with several important global assessing criteria that were not adequately taken into 
account by the reval company. Certain key statistical measures of valuation fairness we are 
required by the Department of Revenue to operate within are at the maximum allowable variance. 
Fixing them will not only ensure our compliance with the technical standards but more 
importantly bring fairness to all our assessments. The Fire Chief stipend is on a warrant because 
we felt it deserved to be highlighted due to its broader implications, and the rationale shared with 
everyone. A petitioned article to fund health benefits for the Town Clerk/Tax Collector is not 
recommended. The Committee examined this request in detail with the incumbent and the 
Selectmen. Using the criteria we would apply to any other town employment situation, the need 
for the Clerk herself to be full-time, and thus qualify for benefits, in order for that office to carry- 
out its mission and serve the public was not compelling. Further, the Committee felt personal 
personnel decisions were properly the purview of those elected to manage town affairs (the 
Selectmen) and to handle such requests at the Town Meeting level in an effort to either override a 
decision they had made or to circumvent them should be discouraged. There is plenty for Town 
Meeting to do. It doesn’t need to begin addressing individual employee concerns, unless as with 
the Fire Chief stipend, the issue also introduces more global matters. 


The Lyndeborough Central School budget is up by a little over 3% yet remains below what we 
approved for the 2003-2004 school year. The minimal increase is a reflection of special 
education costs that are going in our favor for once instead of spiraling upward. As with Town 
Budget, much of the increase relates to salaries and benefit costs. We are in the middle of a three 
year teacher’s contract. Despite the size of the budget, there really are a few items of note. There 
was a rise in transportation. A new three year contract starts in this budget but the new amount is 
fixed for the contract term. 


The school has two warrant articles. One is to put any money that may be left over at the end of 
the school year from the approved budget away toward the future building expansion needs. This 
is capped at $30,000. Any money placed in the fund can only be used after voters approve 
removing the funds and directing the purpose. The other article is looking for money to help 
identify a few possible sites for a new school and then perform some engineering due diligence so 
we have a better idea of the non-construction costs. These could be considerable and the 
Committee agreed with the School Board that before any space enhancement options could be 
brought forward, the public needed to know these site related costs. Once we do, whether an 
addition is the best option or whether a new school is the best option should become clearer. 


In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Budget Committee for their time and effort. 
The committee thanks the School Board, the Selectmen, and all the Department Heads for their 
cooperation. We also want to acknowledge the efforts of the Capital Improvement Committee for 
their difficult work in trying to address all the major capital needs of the town.

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Selectmen’s Report 


It has been a year of challenges and accomplishments. We started the year where we left off in 
2003 with the Board and Department managers continuing discussions on dispatching for our 
emergency services and exploring alternatives to MACC Base (Milford Area Communication 
Center). It was the consensus of the group to pursue dispatching services with Hillsborough 
County for the Police and Highway Departments and Southwestern Mutual Aid (KMA) for Fire. 
Both KMA and MACC Base are currently dispatching the Ambulance service. The objective to 
the change was to improve the service to our citizens at a better cost. This went into effect on 
January 1* and feedback from both the Chiefs of Police and Fire has been very positive. 


As part of an agreement made with Wilton-Lyndeborough-Temple ambulance service at the end 
of last year, we added a Selectman to their Board of Directors from each town. The Towns felt 
that if they had closer contact with the Ambulance Board they would be able to improve 
communications and get a better understanding of what the service was providing. Though there 
is still much to explore this is a positive step in the right direction. 


After several years of discussion, engineering studies, setting monies aside and deliberation, the 
Old Temple Road Bridge project finally broke ground. Though early estimations had the bridge 
in service before the winter, the project ran into several delays, mostly due to ledge and 
subsequent blasting, which extended the need for that portion of the road to be kept closed to 
traffic for the safety of our citizens. The contractors have continued to work throughout the 
winter and the latest timetable is that the road will be opened in a few weeks. Work will continue 
on the hill and the intersection of Rte.31 throughout the spring. 


Cynthia Geiger was named as the Director of our Health Department. Cyndi has many years of 
experience in the health field along with a current handle on emergency management procedures. 
She has initiated a “Nurse is In” program and welcomes questions or concerns from the public. 
Her knowledge and experience makes her a valued member to our team and we welcome her 
aboard. Citizens are asked to call the Selectmen’s Office if they need to reach the Health 
Department. 


Throughout the year we addressed concerns about the physical conditions of both Citizens’ Hall 
and Center Hall. Center Hall’s roof had been leaking for quite some time and the need to replace 
it was critical. This was accomplished at the end of the year. We, along with guidance from 
citizens, will be investigating other areas that need addressing, throughout the coming year. The 
roof over the entrance stairs at Citizens’ Hall had also been leaking for some time due to ice dams 
and water damage was occurring to the inside ceiling and walls. The roof portion has now been 
repaired. We are also investigating easier and safer access to this building and will be looking at 
acquiring some signs for the Town offices and Police Department. 


A handicap ramp still needs to be constructed for access to the second floor of Citizens’ Hall. 
The original monies projected to do the job simply were not enough to build to code following 
ADA standards. Therefore, nothing has been spent on the construction portion of this project. 
We will be asking the Town to raise the amount needed to properly complete this project. 


Both these buildings have seen an increase in usage over the past few years and we are charged 
with preserving them for generations to come. The Board of Selectmen has encouraged civic and 
social events so that citizens can gather, socialize and partake of the community spirit on which 
Lyndeborough was founded. To that end, every Selectmen’s meeting continues to include an 
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Open Forum session that allows citizens to discuss issues, ask questions, or simply stay abreast of 
current topics. It is also a social time. Often, birthdays or special occasions are announced and 
celebrated and news of and about townspeople is shared. As always, we extend a warm welcome 
to all citizens to come and participate in this forum. In 2004, Citizens’ Hall was the venue for a 
Candidates Night; The Lafayette Artillery’s Annual George Washington’s Birthday 
Dinner/Dance Gala; The Artillery’s Dinner Theater; Memorial Day luncheon; Farewell Party for 
Detective Gary Farnsworth; Lyndeborough Fire Department Haunted House; Coffee House 
evening; Town Christmas Party; meetings of boards and committees; Girl Scout ceremonies 
along with several private functions. Center Hall was home to three elections —one that was 
filmed for a future movie; Lyndeborough PD and Library Spaghetti Suppers; Artillery 
Encampment weekend; Fire Dept. Auxiliary Apple Festival; Veteran’s Day Observance as well 
as a number of private functions. 


During the summer of 2004, the Lyndeborough Police Department formed an association and 
started a summer youth soccer league. Under the guidance of Sgt. Mike Geha and with the 
assistance of high school students Emily Crosby, Marla Fisher and Deeann Thompson and parent 
assistant, Kathleen Humphries, twenty-eight children from the ages of 4-12 met twice a week to 
learn the basics of soccer and meet new friends. The Association purchased T-shirts for the 
children and certificates to all participants were handed out at the last meeting at a watermelon 
and ice cream party. The Association is hoping to run the program again in the summer of 2005. 


Internally, our staff has developed further efficiencies in our office. Neal Cass, Administrative 
Assistant completed a compensation plan which we will be implementing this year. This plan 
was developed by surveying towns with similar populations and budgets. The plan creates 
fairness and removes uncertainty for staff and managers. We continue to upgrade our computers 
and hone our knowledge of the software package. We welcomed Katie Preftakes back after 
maternity leave and as her hours have decreased, we have added Judy Crombie, Deputy Tax 
Collector, to our office. Our staff continues to provide professional and accommodating service 
to our citizens, department managers and the Board. In any company, people are its greatest asset 
and we are fortunate to have such proficient and affable people working for our Town. 


Several appointments to the Zoning Board of Adjustment were made this year. Under the 
direction of ZBA Chair, Dave Roemer, new procedures are being implemented to make the 
process more user friendly. After an affirmative vote at Town Meeting in 2004, a Heritage 
Commission was formed as an advisory group commissioned to care for the cultural heritage of 
the town, including cellar holes and mill foundations. 


During the coming year, we will continue our examination of the towns’ buildings maintenance 
issues. Discussions will continue with both Police and Fire Chiefs on space needs and we will be 
researching and applying for any available grants that may help us solve those issues. 


The Board would like to acknowledge and thank all the employees, boards, committees, elected 
officials and citizens for their continued commitment to our Town. Our objective is to encourage 


this community spirit as combined efforts benefit all of Lyndeborough for today and for the 
future.

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Capital Improvement Plan 2005 


The CIP Represents the process of reviewing and prioritizing the capital needs of the town 
including the schools. The overall goal of the plan is to fund these needs in a way that, from year 
to year, results in a minimal impact on the tax rate. Critical to the success of accomplishing this 
task is the use of capital reserve funds. Use of these funds allows money to be set aside and earn 
interest so sufficient funds will be available when the item needs to be purchased. The other 
method that can be employed is called bonding. This too spreads out payments but is like a home 
mortgage and increases the final cost due to interest charges. Bonding is used when the capital 
reserve approach is not practical, as with large school addition expenses. 


The 2005 CIP does not fund all the requests presented but does make accommodation for most. 
Note that the total spending in any one-year is very close to the amount proposed for the year 
before and the year after. It is our hope that these totals will give voters the confidence to 
approve the capital spending items on the warrant, knowing that to do so will not result in a big 
increase in their taxes. 


We offer these brief remarks to help explain what is taking place with the various accounts. 


Fire Department: Each truck is listed with a proposed date for replacement. In general, the life 
of a truck is around 28 years. The plan lists what is expected to be the replacement price with a 
CRF amount sufficient to provide the funds that will be needed by the replacement date. Quotes 
will be obtained as replacement gets close to be sure we are on track. To better balance the CIP, 
the committee has chosen to take a pause with the CRF for the fire station renovation or 
substation. Plans for exactly what to do are not yet decided upon and the new date for something 
to be done has been extended to 2009 at the earliest. The original 2006 date was set to coincide 
with the purchase of the engine 4 replacement under the assumption the new truck would not fit 
in the current station. As it turns out, the replacement can fit in the station. And it is a good thing 
because engine 4 is in very poor shape and needs to be replaced a year early. We can fund the 
additional money needed without impacting the financial plan by taking a year off from the 
building CRF. 


Police Department: The 2000 sedan is scheduled to be replaced this year with funds already put 
aside in the CRF plus this year’s normal installment of funds. To fund future purchases, however, 
money must continue to flow into a CRF every year and the plan outlines the required amounts. 
The exact year in which a vehicle would be best replaced 1s uncertain but for now is based on 
keeping the vehicles “on-line” for four years and then another 2 years as a back-up to go to court, 
training, etc. Now that the department is more adequately staffed it is likely the annual mileage on 
each vehicle will increase. An optimum rotation would see vehicles replaced at between 90- 
100,000 miles recognizing that due to idle time at accidents, etc. the actual mileage on critical 
parts is about half again what is shown on the odometer. 


Highway Department: The CRF continues for the °89 Mack replacement in 2006. To avoid the 
larger annual amounts like the one for the ’89 Mack, new CRF’s are being proposed for the dump 
truck or heavy equipment replacements at much earlier start dates. After much discussion, the 
plan is anticipating 12-15 year cycles except for the 1-ton. The ’99 backhoe is at 10 years because 
it was bought used. These earlier CRF start dates with smaller CRF amounts have been a goal of 
the committee for years. By keeping these known replacement needs at a lower funded yearly 
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level it allows other needs to be met without dramatically increasing our overall CIP expenses 
thus keeping the tax rate more stable. 


Selectmen: Now that the revaluation is complete, the next step in improving the quality of our 
assessing data is an update of our tax maps. The CRF was begun with the goal of having enough 
for the project by 2006. 


Ambulance: We have 2 ambulances, a ’97 and an ‘01. A vehicle spends 5 years as the primary 
response vehicle then another 5 years as the back-up. Lyndeborough’s share of the cost of a new 
ambulance is 20%. With an addition of $5,000 to the CRF in ’05, funds will be sufficient for the 
1997 replacement in 2006. A modest yearly CRF keeps us on track for the 2001 replacement in 
2011. 


Schools: The first two listings are the on-going bonds for the central school and the CO-OP. 
These are factored into the operating budgets of the schools. The last item is a placeholder for the 
discussion currently underway as to the space needs at LCS. The committee believes the current 
space need at the school requires attention and cannot be ignored. Without taking a position on 
what option is best, the amount of 1.3M is in the CIP because that is the amount the CIP can 
absorb for a school project while still allowing us to meet other town needs and not increase 
taxes. In other words, the total CIP spending for each year is little changed over the previous year 
and that translates into no increases in taxes due to capital spending. The committee is not saying 
this is an adequate amount for either an addition or a new school. It is a benchmark. Once the cost 
goes above this amount, it will begin to affect taxes; at this amount, it will not. 


Library: The Library Trustees are finalizing the details for a library expansion in 2005. Funds 
were appropriated previously so they could hire an architect. The CIP Committee has seen the 
drawing along with the cost estimate. The cost for a brick addition is $365,000. The plan calls for 
the town to fund 60% of the cost or $220,000. The $50,000 in the CIP for 2005 will bring the 
town total to very near that. 


Infrastructure: Every year the state inspects our town bridges. The next one needing 
replacement is Gulf Road Bridge. These projects are completed using 80% state funding and 20% 
town funding. An engineering firm is hired to develop the design, prepare bids, and oversee the 
work. The money in this CRF funds the town portion of the cost. 


Road Improvements is a new category and is not scheduled for any funding until 2006. As the 
town grows, some roads will need to be improved to safely accommodate the traffic on them. The 
operating budget only funds maintenance of the roads. Some major improvements may require a 
time commitment and/or equipment our Highway Department does not have (bulldozers, 
excavators, etc). What roads will be the focus of this fund will likely be determined by the 
Transportation section of the Master Plan. These projects will always be brought before voters 
for approval. 


The other two items listed were requests made of the committee that they felt were good ideas but 
not necessarily “needs” that required funding by tax dollars. 


The CIP Committee would like to thank the Selectmen, the School Board, and the Department 
Heads for their assistance in the preparation of this report.

Events of 2004 


2004 was a year of change, of accomplishment, and a little sadness. 

The Lafayette Artillery Company celebrated their 200" anniversary with a series 
of events including a fancy dress ball in February, a dinner theater, a program at the 
Central School and an encampment. Scott and Stephanie Roper published a history of 
the company, “Citizen Soldiers.” 

Town Meeting voted to establish a Heritage Commission, an advisory group 
commissioned to care for the cultural heritage of the town, including cellar holes and mill 
foundations. Voters also agreed to a cell tower near the Town Barn. 

Rosie Howe, the holder of the Boston Post Cane, passed away in February, and 
the cane passed to her cousin Elizabeth Raymond. 

The Lyndeborough Improvement Society voted to disband after helping with 
town needs since 1910. They left a legacy to continue the upkeep of the Village 
Common. 

Work finally began on replacing the Old Temple Road Bridge, but not as early in 
the summer as planned, nor did the work get completed by the end of the year. The pre- 
cast concrete arch bridge was installed, but the engineers found problems while working 
on the hill to Route 31. 

The Woodward Monument on Center Road was restored as part of a subdivision 
plan. The granite shaft marks the place where Christina Woodward was thrown from a 
wagon and killed in 1852. 

A historic 1852 barn belonging to Andy and Chase Roeper was taken apart during 
a series of workshops. It will be rebuilt after restorations are complete. 

Bruce Geiger retired from the Zoning Board of Adjustment after thirty years of 
service, and Police Officer Gary Farnsworth left us for a tour of duty in Afghanistan. 

The Schoo! District began looking at options to their space shortage problems. A 
new school on another site, extensive renovations and an addition to the present school, 
and using portable classrooms were discussed. No action will be taken for at least another 
year. 

The town was shocked and saddened by allegations of abuse to Mary Gage and 
the arrest of her husband and son. The case is still pending.

Fire Department 


In 2004 the Fire Department responded to 146 calls for assistance. The calls break down as 
follows:

After a few long meetings, the Fire Officers came up with a short-term solution to our space 
needs. As many of you were aware, part of the reason we have been talking about needing a new 
station was the fact that we didn’t think the new truck would fit. After talks with a few fire truck 
manufacturers, we found vendors that can build a custom fire truck that will fit into our existing 
station. This only solved part of the problem. Our current tanker is parked in the lower bay 
where the new truck must go. Because of the tanker’s height it will not fit into the upper bays. 
We contacted Valley Fire, where the tank was built and were informed the tank on the tanker 
could be modified for approximately $1500.00. This would then allow the tanker to fit into the 
shorter upper bays of the station. Once all of the data was collected, we came to the conclusion 
that we could fit both new and old equipment in our current facility. We feel we owe it to the 
taxpayers to try to make our current building work a bit longer. This is in no way a long-term 
solution for our space needs, but we feel that this should buy us a minimum of 5-10 years 
providing our utilities such as septic and water hold up. 

This year we were faced with a tough decision, should we replace the current 1976 
International pumper a year earlier than planned? The answer we came up with was yes. 
Unfortunately, the current 1976 International has several problems that we seem to struggle to fix 
on a yearly basis. Some of the major problems with this truck are: 


be Ongoing electrical engine problems 

Jeg Oil leak in the rear main seal 

oy Inadequate defroster and heat inside the cab 
4. Major power steering leaks 


If this truck gets replaced, it will add many benefits to the town such as increased 
capacity to carry firefighters to scenes (6), increased pump size, more on-board water, foam 
capacity, and increased compartment spacing. Although this may seem like an unexpected 
replacement of this truck, the original CIP plan for this truck’s replacement was 2002. We did 
our best to try to stretch this truck one more year but it just couldn’t make it. This truck was put 
in service in 1976 making it 28 years old. This truck has definitely served the Town Of 
Lyndeborough very well. 

This year the Town Of Lyndeborough decides to change our current dispatch center 
moving from the Milford Area Communication Center (otherwise known as MACC Base) to 
Southwestern NH District Fire Mutual Aid System. Long-term service problems prompted this 
change and we feel that we can not only get a better service from our new dispatch center, but 
also get it at a much better cost. Due to this change, we will be faced with a one-time start up 
cost for new radios and pagers but should see a decrease in dispatch cost after the first year. 

Training continues to be a big part of what we do. I applaud the volunteers that give up 
many weekends and weeknights to go through training to improve their skills as volunteer 
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firefighters. This year we had three firefighters enroll in the State of NH Fire Fighter II program, 
Sean Magoon, Brian Smith and Jason Hutchinson. We also had three individuals complete their 
First Responder Medical Training re-certification, Chris Horn, Rick McQuade, and Jim 
Whitmore. Brian Gauthier and Dave Daniels completed the Meadowood Safety and SCBA class. 
Pump training was also on our agenda as 8 firefighters completed a course on fire pump 
operations, classroom, and hands on session. 

After a year of planning I’m happy to report that we have installed a new dry hydrant on 
Mountain Road. This new dry hydrant will give the north side of town a better year round water 
supply. Many thanks to the Deputy Chief Mickey Leavitt, the Town Highway crew, and property 
owners Peter and Theresa vanHam who made this happen. 

This past November was a special time for us at the Lyndeborough Fire Department 
when I had a chance to recognize members of the Fire Department in our first ever service awards 
dinner. Those members receiving awards for 25-years of service were Tim McEntee and Ron 
Taylor. Jim Preftakes received an award for 20-years of service. 15-year certificates were given 
to Arnold Byam, Ted Waterman, Mickey Leavitt, and myself. Jim Whitmore, Sherry Whitmore, 
Dellroy Wallace, Cliff Meier, and Barbara Kelczeweski earned 10-year certificates. Brian Smith, 
Sean Magoon, and Chris Horn were honored with 5-year awards. 

This year I have asked for the Fire Chief to be given a part time salary in amount of 
$3,000. I have found that as small towns grow so do the responsibilities of the Fire Chief. I 
realize that this is a big change for a small town like Lyndeborough but in the end I think it will 
help to stabilize who your Chief is by making it an appointed position as well as making this 
position accountable to the selectmen. 

In closing I would like to welcome a few members to the department, Nick Hanson and 
Dave Daniels. I would also like to thank the members of the department, my officers staff, the 
Selectmen, and members of the community that continue to support the Fire department.

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Report of the Police Department 


It is with great pride that I present to you the 2004 report of the Lyndeborough Police 
Department. 


It has been a very busy year for the Police Department as we faced many challenges and a high 
call rate for criminal activity. We continued our preparations for a significant trial scheduled to 
take place early in 2005. The Police Department is responsible for investigating any incident that 
takes place in town. These incidents include assaults, burglary, sexual assaults and various 
crimes involving property. Through diligent investigation we have made a number of arrests for 
crimes including residential burglary, criminal mischief, felony theft, and sexual and domestic 
assaults. 


Another duty of our department is the investigation of vice crimes, such as narcotic sales and 
illegal drug use. Lyndeborough is not immune to these types of crimes; in fact during 2004, the 
Police Department served several warrants and arrested a number of persons using and 
distributing drugs. 


We have discovered through our investigations that there is an increase of gang related crime in 
Lyndeborough. As they face pressure from area police departments, they’ve found their way into 
our community. Our department is committed to addressing this problem. 


Our department has received over $3,000 in state grant funds for our Off Highway Recreational 
Vehicle enforcement program. The additional costs of the ATVs were paid for by private 
donations. This program has and will be effective in reducing illegal OHRV operators and 
damage done to our town’s property. Traffic and growth concerns facing our community 
continue to challenge us daily. We received Highway Safety grants addressing additional traffic, 
D.W.I. and seat belt enforcement programs. 


As our department and community grow, the members of the Lyndeborough Police Department 
remain committed to serving our town with the highest degree of dedication and professionalism. 
Our department has achieved great success and we are extremely appreciative of the continued 
support we receive from the citizens we serve.

Zoning Board of Adjustment 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment hears appeals from any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by an administrative official and administers special provisions in the 
ordinance dealing with variances and special exceptions such as the denial of a building permit by 
the Building Inspector or to appeal a zoning enforcement issue made by the Board of Selectmen. 
The Board of Adjustment was established to provide for the satisfactory resolution of many 
situations so as not to burden the courts.

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Conservation Commission 2004 Report 


2004 has posed some interesting challenges for the Conservation Commission. Several major 
cases have taken most of our time and it appears that they will be a demand in the coming year as 
well. We continued to review a number of wetlands permits and activities. Beaver “issues” are 
coming to the fore again and we are working to find some solutions that meet the needs of both 
the citizenry and the municipality. As a reminder to everyone — any activity in the town that 
involves digging or filling in anything that might be “wet” (meaning seasonal as well as perennial 
wetlands) is generally something that may require a permit from D.E.S. Please come and talk to 
us first as it tends to be much simpler (and cheaper) when we can help you avoid trouble. 


The Commission received a donated laptop computer and upgraded our software to the latest 
version of the ArcView GIS. This software allows us to incorporate data from state and federal 
sources as well as our parcel maps (such as they are) in order to continue work on our Natural 
Resource Inventory and other projects. As well, the GIS software will be useful to other 
departments in town as it is capable of detailed mapping of all physical attributes of the town and 
its environment. We would welcome donations of equipment or funds to purchase a large format 
color printer/plotter so that we can produce detailed maps in an easier to read format. 


Most of our members have been very busy with their own occupations and activities and we 
always welcome new members and volunteers. We now meet on the second Thursday of each 
month — 7:30 at Citizen’s Hall.

Assessing Report 


Town Assessor Todd Haywood began his work with the town at the beginning of the year. He visited 
every property flagged as “under construction” to determine the value of the property on April 1. He 
reviewed land being removed from Current Use to assess the penalty, and land going into Current Use 
to assure that it qualified. The assessor also reviewed the 25 abatement applications submitted for tax 
year 2003, the first tax year with the new assessed values. The decision on one of the requests is 
pending action by the Board of Tax and Land Appeals. The rest have been settled. 


The net valuation of the town for 2004 was $124,811,930 on which the town, county, and local 
education tax were computed. This was an increase of $2,988,242 or 2%. The change reflects an 
increased value due to construction, renovation, subdivisions, and land being taken out of Current Use. 


Each year the state does a ratio study for each town in the state. Using a years worth of sales, the state 
is able to determine the accuracy of the town’s assessment data. The ratio for Lyndeborough for 2004 
is 70% meaning that assessed property values in town average 70% of the fair market value. This 
under-valuation is due to the continued rise in real estate costs. 


The study also shows how far the assessed values of individual properties are from the average. This 
number is very close to causing the Department of Revenue to step in and require a revaluation. 
Based on the findings of this sales study, a warrant article has been prepared asking for money to do a 
statistical update to the town’s assessment data. Using actual sales, the work will include reviewing 
land values, creating neighborhoods, and updating the computer models used to create the values for 


each segment of property. Doing this, will keep the control of the process with the town and not with 
the state. 


This coming year will be the beginning of a cyclical review of the data for each property. This will 
eliminate the need for the periodic revaluation. A quarter of the properties will be reviewed each year 
to assure that the data is correct. At the end of the fourth year, a statistical update will be done to 
move all properties to the fair market value. Until the statistical update is done, no property values 
will change unless the data on the property is wrong. An example of this would be that the data shows 
a deck when there isn’t one, or vice versa. 


Assessing requirements from the state have increased each year. They are not necessarily new 
requirements, but they are being much more strictly enforced. We will strive to meet the requirements 
of the state, provide fairness to all property owners, and do these things in the most cost effective way 
possible. Please contact the Selectmen’s Office anytime if you have a question. 
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Report of the Welfare Director 


Under New Hampshire statute, the basic duty of local welfare is as follows: Whenever a person 
in any town is poor and unable to support himself, he shall be relieved and maintained by the 
overseers of public welfare of such town, whether or not he has a residence there.” RSA 165:1. 


Basically, this means that the town is responsible to assure that basic needs are met for all people 
in town. Basic needs include shelter, food, and medical treatment including required 
prescriptions. For each client, income is reviewed and verified. Allowable expenses are 
reviewed and verified. If expenses exceed income, the client is entitled to welfare assistance. 
Each situation is also reviewed to help the client obtain assistance from state, local, and private 
sources. These sources include state welfare, social security, fuel and electric assistance, local 
food pantries, and the free community suppers, which take place at least three times per week in 
the area. 


Welfare expenses for 2004 far exceeded budget. This was due to the number of clients (14), the 
cost of housing, and the cost of prescription drugs. Prescription drug costs for the most part will 
be reimbursed by the state, but there is about a year and a half time lag for reimbursement. 


When a welfare client owns property, a lien is placed on the property to help recover welfare 
costs. During 2004 the town received back over $2,500.00 from a lien previously established. 
Two liens were put in place during 2004. 


During the year, the town began using a computer program that helps determine eligibility and 
tracks vital information for state reports. Also, the application form was updated to assure that 
clients are supplying all the required information correctly. In 2005, the town welfare guidelines 
will be updated using model guidelines created by the Local Government Center and the NH 
Local Welfare Administrators Association.

Wilton-Lyndeborough Youth Center 


The year 2004 was a great summer filled with many new members, new staff, improvements to 
the park and plans for the future. We would like to thank the towns of Wilton and Lyndeborough, 
local gravel and sand pit companies, private donors and the area businesses for their generous 
support. We would also like to thank all of the individuals who donated their time to help 
improve the park and make it more enjoyable. 


The Youth Center completed the installation of the playground, which was enjoyed immensely by 
the children, and installed a third pier wall to connect the existing two walls, thus making swim 
meets easier for the younger participants. Come spring of 2005, we will be replacing the roof on 
the craft building and making repairs and improvements to the bathrooms and snack bar area. 


Our membership increased this year to 160 families enjoying the Youth Center from Wilton, 
Lyndeborough and 9 surrounding towns. The park had four Red Cross Certified swim instructors 
who taught 356 lessons to over 150 children, over 50 lessons more than the past year. Twenty- 
eight children participated on our swim team in 2004. Congratulations to the Senior and Junior 
swim teams for a great year. 


The park was open from 10:00 am to 7:00 pm during the week and 1:00 pm to 7:00 pm on the 
weekends. Our snack bar has been expanded and offers a variety of ice cream, chips, candy, 
soda, etc. The members participated in arts and crafts, field and water games, swimming lessons, 
and swim meets with area towns. The Youth Center held special events such as family night, 
teen night with live bands, grill day, pizza day, story time, a reptile show, police fingerprinting 
and bike safety, sand castle contests, and use of Goss Park for company and organization outings. 


Plan on coming to our open house at the beginning of the season to see all of our new 
improvements. Information may be obtained at the town halls.

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Heritage Commission 


The Heritage Commission was created at Town Meeting last year to serve as an advisory 
panel to the Planning Board and Conservation Commission. Its mission is to find and list all of 
the town’s cultural and historic artifacts, those things that are manmade, such as cellar holes, mill 
foundations and antique barns. That list has been started. 

They can advise the Planning Board of any cultural sites that are being threatened by 
development, but they are advisory, only. B: 

The Commission’s first task was to oversee the restoration of the Woodward Monument 
on Center Road, an 1852 marker that came to public attention when the property was being 
subdivided. The site is now owned by the town, and the monument is again surrounded by four 
granite posts and a steel chain. 

The commission has also been concerned about the preservation of a possible Indian 
burial site at one end of Badger Pond. The discovery of bones on the site is noted in the 1905 
history. 

Among other long-range plans, the Commission hopes to erect “Welcome to 
Lyndeborough” signs on Route 31; secure a historic marker (from the state or other agency) to 
mark the site of the Lyndeborough Glass Factory; create a map showing all of the old cellar holes 
and other sites; and perhaps do as other towns have done and provide markers for historic homes 
with dates and the name of the original builder, if known.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with 
snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of 
household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help 
us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information contact the Division of Forests &

This last year was fairly wet throughout the spring and summer months, however we finished the season 
with.an active fall fire season. In order to meet an increased demand for services, the Forest Protection 
Bureau was reorganized into three regions with smaller Forest Ranger Districts and over the last several 
years we have added two Forest Rangers. The fifteen state fire towers were the first to report on many 
fires throughout the state and they completed many other projects on the low fire danger days. The state 
implemented a program called Tower Quest to help citizens learn about fire towers and the need to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. The United States celebrated Smokey Bear’s 60" birthday in 2004, and 
celebrations were held throughout the state. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the 
state’s Forest Rangers by being fire smart and fire safe!

1260-00 -OFF-HIGHWAY RECREATIONAL VEHICLE (OHRV) FACILITIES ORDINANCE 
Adopted March 22, 2004 


These features are in keeping with the general welfare that the enabling statues have empowered the Town 
to protect through the passage of Ordinances, including, but not limited to the following: 


1) Ensuring that land use regulations result in developments that reflect Lyndeborough’s 
existing rural character; 


2) Protecting the health, safety, welfare and property of Town residents and OHRV participants; 


3) Ensuring that the rate, type, and location of OHRV Facilities development does not place an 
unreasonable burden on the Town’s financial ability to expand its public services; 


4) Identifying preferred future land use patterns that shall, among other things, consider the 
capacity of the roadway system to accommodate additional traffic resulting from large-scale 
OHRV Facilities development and the physical and fiscal ability of the Town to provide 
public services, including emergency medical care and fire protection; 


5) Protection against potential adverse environmental impacts such as soil erosion, water/air 
quality, noise pollution and wildlife disturbances; 


6) Consider and guard against any adverse impact on property values caused by non- 
commercial OHRV Facilities development; 


1261.0 Specific Objectives: 
The Town of Lyndeborough may regulate the operation of OHRV Facilities in the Town of 
Lyndeborough for the following purposes: 


A. 


To mitigate the impact of large-scale State-Sanctioned, non-commercial OHRV facilities 
developed in accordance with RSA 215-A and which are exempt from regulation by the Town of 
Lyndeborough’s Site Plan Review Ordinances.

conducive to the preservation of plants, wildlife, views and other characteristics that define the 
rural character of Lyndeborough, 


To determine appropriate hours of operation that mitigate noise, reduction of abutting property 
values and other disturbances that adversely affect the enjoyment of those properties, 


To ensure that parking for OHRV Facilities is adequate and in keeping with the rural 
characteristics of the Town of Lyndeborough, 


To ensure that picnic areas associated with OHRV Facilities are adequate and appropriately sited, 


To ensure that sanitation facilities associated with OHRV Facilities are adequate and appropriately 
sited, and 


To ensure that designated access routes to OHRV Facilities are adequate and assure the safety of 
local residents and OHRV Facility participants.

It is intended that this Ordinance will apply to all large-scale, State-Sanctioned, non- 
commercial (see definitions) OHRV Facilities developed in any region or district within 
the Town of Lyndeborough.

Abutter — Any person whose property adjoins or is directly across the street or stream from the 
land under consideration by the Board; and affected municipalities and the regional planning 
commission(s) in the event of developments having regional impact. If an abutting property is 
under condominium or other collective form of ownership, the officers of the collective or 
association as defined in RSA 356-B:3, XXIII, shall receive the formal notification. For purposes 
of receiving testimony only, and not for the purpose of notification, the term “abutter” shall 
include any person who is able to demonstrate that his/her land will be directly affected by the 
proposal under consideration. 


Designee — Person or organization designated by another to represent the landowner in an 
official capacity in an action, activity or before a regulatory board, Town or State authority. 


Landowner — Owner of land with tax payment responsibility for same. 


Large-scale OHRV Recreational Facility - A closed or limited access, non-commercial 
destination trail system open to the public for the express purpose of casual riding, racing, or 
other activities associated with OHRV use. 


Noise — Any sound that would travel beyond property lines and is over and above that normally 
associated with residential uses allowed in the district. 


Operator — Person or organization with primary responsibility for the operation, maintenance 
and oversight of an OHRV Facility. 


Picnic Areas — Areas located within an OHRV facility that is equipped with picnic tables, 
sanitation facilities or other amenities intended for use by participants to stop, rest, eat, or use 
sanitation facilities. 


Pollution — Excessive noise, fumes, dust, smoke, fuel or oil spills resulting from OHRV 
activities. 


Sanitation Facilities — Permanent rest rooms, portable toilets, portable wash rooms, out houses. 
State-Sanctioned OHRV Facility - A non-commerical OHRV trail system on public or private 
land which has been accepted into the State’s inventory of OHRV trails, is published in written 


materials and/or on the Internet as a trail open for public OHRV use, and for which no usage fee 
is charged. 
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1264.11 OHRV - All off-highway recreational vehicles as defined by RSA 215-1, Such vehicles shall 
not include: 


i. Devices typically operated by the handicapped which were not originally 
manufactured as trail bikes or ATVs; 
ii. Lawnmowers, maintenance vehicles, construction and/or logging equipment; 
iii. Any emergency vehicles operated by or under the direction of the 
Lyndeborough Police, Fire and/or Emergency Management departments, along 
with similar vehicles of local, State or federal government agencies conducting 
similar activities. 


1265.00I1V_— Regulated Uses: In order to mitigate the negative impacts from noise, dust, fumes, pollution 
caused by fuel and oil emissions that result from the operation of a OHRV Facility, and to ensure the 
enjoyment of open land by landowners and OHRV participants, owners/operators of OHRV Facilities must 
adhere to the following minimum standards of operation:

Trails regulated by this ordinance will be used in accordance with the State of New 
Hampshire’s best management land use practices and will avoid all wetland areas. 


A maximum of seventy-five (75) OHRVs may be allowed to operate on any OHRV non- 
commercial, State Sanctioned facility, located in the Town of Lyndeborough, at one time. 


Hours of Operation for OHRV Facilities are from 9:00 am to one hour before sunset. This 
shall apply all 12 months of the year, including periods of complete or partial snow cover. 


Speed limits shall be observed to assure the safety of participants and others. OHRV 
operators must post and enforce speed limits so that no person shall operate a OHRV ata 
speed greater than is reasonable and prudent under the existing conditions and without regard 
for actual and potential hazards. In all cases speed shall be controlled so that the operator will 
be able to avoid colliding with any person, animal, vehicle, or object. 


1. Speed limits for OHRV Facilities within the boundaries of Lyndeborough shall be as 
follows: 


a. 10 miles per hour within 150 feet of any house or property boundary; 

b. 10 miles per hour within any established rights-of-way or adjacent to town roads, 
highways, or other public ways; 

c. 10 miles per hours on any class IV, V, and VI highways or bridges designated as open for 
OHRV operation by the Town; 

d. 10 miles per hour at trail junctions or parking lots; 

e. 25 miles per hour on all other areas within the OHRV Facility. 


Parking areas must be accessible from approved access roads, must have at least two (2) 
means of entry and egress and must also be easily accessible by Fire and Emergency 
Management personnel and their equipment. Ample area must be allowed for turning and 
maneuvering of OHRV tow vehicles, fire and emergency management vehicles at all times, 
including when the facility is at maximum site capacity. High intensity outdoor lighting 
whenever needed to assure the safety and welfare of OHRV participants is permitted only in 
parking areas. Parking area lighting and lights from vehicular traffic associated with this 
non-residential use shall be shielded or buffered to prevent off-site glare, sky-glow and light 
trespass. 


Designated Refueling Areas, where all refueling must take place, must be available and 
identified for all OHRV Facility participants. Refueling areas must consist of a non- 
permeable fueling pad made of concrete or another non-permeable material. Refueling areas 
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must be available in adequate numbers to accommodate the facility at maximum site capacity 
and must be sited convenient to major trails, parking and picnic areas, and other likely 
fueling locations. 


1265.07 Picnic Areas must be located in areas that are accessible for fire and emergency management 
purposes as determined by the Lyndeborough Fire and Emergency Management 
Departments. The areas must not interfere with views or ridgelines and must be sited at least 
1000 feet from abutting property boundaries. 


1265.08 Sanitation Facilities must be available at all picnic areas. Landscaping and plantings shall be 
used to screen sanitary facilities in open or prominent areas so as not to interfere with views, 
ridgelines or other vantage points and must be sited at least 1000 feet from abutting property 
boundaries. Landscaping and plantings shall be compatible with native vegetation. Trees 
should be planted in random clusters, not in rows, to complement the appearance of natural 
tree stands. The height of trees at planting should be sufficient to completely obscure any 
sanitation facility on the site. 


1265.09 All roadways proposed for access to and from an OHRV recreational facility must be 
adequate to accommodate any increase in traffic resulting from the OHRV development and 
allow for safe passage for both local and related OHRV traffic. Costs for any road 
improvements required to bring an access road into compliance would be borne by the 
OHRV Facility Operator. 


1265.10 In accordance with state law RSA 215-A:6 (IX), OHRVs are prohibited from traveling on all 
roads, including, but not limited to, Class V and Class VI roads, unless otherwise approved 
by the Town of Lyndeborough. 


1266.00 VII - CONFLICTING PROVISIONS — Where these regulations are in conflict with other 
local, state or federal ordinances or regulations, the provision that imposes the greater restriction or higher 
standard shall apply. 


1267.00 VIII. - ENFORCEMENT, FINES AND PENALTIES - The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
be enforceable in accordance with Sections 1503.00 and 1504.00 of the Lyndeborough Zoning Regulations.
